TWIN FALLS - The Idaho Parks and 
Recreation Department want.^ Twin Foils 
County to withdraw its application for a 
$57,000 grant to build boat.docks, 
restrooms and a parking lot at the 
proposed Centennial Waterfront Park. 

The county will not oblige, however, 
said Commissioners Marvin Hcmpleman 
and Jim Fraley. Hcmpleman sent the 
Parks Department a letter Tuesday saying 
the county will let tlic application stand. 

After careful' examination of the 
situation, we. have decided not to 
withdraw our oppl ient i o tiTor_ the. grant . to., 
develop iRcCc ntc nniol Waterfron t Park . 
... We know tKat 'some basic changes

, cas - has reached the breaking point. 

in 1990, the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture reported dairy production costs at S 14 a 
hundredweight. Today, Idaho operators re- 
ceive between S9 and $10 a hundredweight 
for their milk. As a result, dairy is a poor in- 
vestment nnd credit has dried up when farm- 
ers most need help to buy feed for their 
cows. Some dairymen estimate they can't 
last more than 60 days. 

Calls to the Idaho Farm Crisis Hotline arc 
up, according to Pam Baldwin, who spends 
long hours into the night trying to calm anx- 
ious men and women. "Last night I got my 
first suicide call in a long time," s’W con- 
cedes.

Sho-Ban tribes to join federal lawsuit 


Tax exemption measure sent to the House 


POCATELLO — The Shoshone-Bannock iribes have decided to 
join the stale’s federal lawsuit against the U.S. Department of Energy 
over an attempt to ship nuclear waste to the Idaho National Engineer- 
— ing Laboratory. ’ 

The Fort Hall Business Council, the tribes’ governing body, voted 
this week to intervene in the 9th UtS. Circuit Court of Appeals com- 
plaint- filed Feb. H by attorneys for Gov. Cecil Andrus. 

The state's lawsuit seeks an injunction against transportation and 
storage of waste from a mothballed Colorado reactor until the Energy 
Department has complied with environmental laws.and regulations. 

Shoshone-Bannock officials contend high-level waste from Public 
Service Co. of Colorado’s Fori St. Vrain planr cOuld have an impact 
both on the Fori Hal! Indian Reservation and on the tribes’ off-reser- 
vation treaty rights. 


BOISE (AP) — There’s stiinT 
sharp disagreement over what it will 
cost, but the House Revenue and 
Taxation Committee finally lias set- 
tled on a bill clarifying the “produc- 
tion exemption" from sales tax. 

The committee on Tuesday ended 
weeks of debate by voting “do pass’’ 
approval to changes in tax Haw . 
spurred by an Idaho Supreme Court 
decision in December. The measure 
now goes to the House floor for ac- 
tion. 
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Campbell Soup to close Domsea Farms 


POCATELLO — Campbell. Soup Co. said it will go ahead with 
plans to close its Domsea Farms Inc. fish processing plant in Pocatel- 
lo on Friday, luying oft more than 50 employees. 

“We’ll be closing the doors Friday and at this point. I do not be- 
lieve they will be reopened Monday,” Ed Brauer. Domsca’s opera- 
tions manager, said Tuesday. 

Two months ago. Campbell Soup officials announced the fish pro- 
cessing operation would be shut down, effectively extinguishing- 
hopes lliui another biiyer’could be located for the S2 million plant be-“ 
fore it was closed. 

Besides the processing plant,- Dornsou ulso operates u fish farming 
facility near Fall Creek. It also will close Friday, idling cjght addition- 
al employees, Brauer said severance pay and other benefits will be of- 
fered to laid-o IT Domsea Employees.

Green said it will allow the tax 
agency to settle many audits which 
have been pending for months or 
years.

"I think (he state will 
be pleasantly surprised’’ by the rev- 


enue generated by the decision. 

Although intended to clarify whnt 
qualifies for exemption from Idaho's 
5 percent sales tax. the bill won’t 
make everything clcarcut; commit- 
tee members said. Rep. Don Love- 
land, R-Boisc, said fbr example, a 
forklift used to move beans to a pro- 
cessing line will be. tax-exempt be-, 
cause it is'part of; the production 
process. 

The same forklift used to carry 
cases of canned beans to a truck for 
shipment will not be exempt, he 
said.

Consumer group pushes for nutritional labeling on meat

WASHINGTON - When it comes to nu- 
tritional labeling, meat packagers seem to 
be aiming their health claims at upscale sin- 
gles, not people on a budget or those with 
— children,/ a supermarket survey-shows.— 

A study released recently by the con- 
sumer group Public Voice for Food and 
Health Policy said that people who shop for 
packaged meat dinners to cat alone are 
about three times more likely to find nutri- 
tion labels than when they buy family-style 
meals. ' _ 

Of all the prepackaged meat and poultry 
products found in supermarkets, only about 
40 percent carry any nutrition information- 
- most often on low-fat items. 

Public Voice is lobbying Congress for 
legislation requiring such labels on all meat 
and poultry, similar to the law enacted last 
year that covered foods regulated by the 
Food and Drug Administration. Meat and 
poultry were not covered by that law be- 
cause they arc regulated by the Agriculture 
Department. 

“America is still a meat and potatoes 


country," said -Ellen Haas, Public Voice’s 
executive director. She said it’s wrong that 
the foods that are among the highest in fat, 
saturated fatty acids and cholesterol be 
omitted from the labeling law, especially 
since they play such a major role in the 
-American diet, — ■ — — — , 

She said a packaged food need contain 
only 2 percent meat to qualify as meat and 
poultry. 

"Everything from fresh meat and poultry 
to packaged luncheon meats, pancake and - 
sausage frozen breakfasts to canned chick- 
en noodle poup; frozen egg rolls to spaghet- 
ti sauce with meat; and even President 
Bush’s favorite snnek - pork rinds - is reg- 
ulated by USDA," Haas said. 

Her group surveyed more than 1,600 dif- 
ferent meat products sold in 10, major su- 
permarkets in the Washington nrea. The 
■stores were chosen because they carried the 
same brands available in stores throughout 
the country. The survey did not include 
fresh cuts of meat found in the butcher 
ease. 

Haas said she found it interesting that nu- 
trition labels were on more than 95 percent 


of the single-serving entrees in cans or non- 
refrigerated packages. But multi-serving 
entrees packaged the same way, often from 
the same manufacturer, carried nutrition la- 
bels only 33 percent of the time. 

Among frozen entrees, single-serving 
- packages-cnrricd- nutriti onal — i n formation - 
about 61 percent of the time, compared 
with 13.4 percent for family-size packages. 

“The marketing for single servings - for 
people on the go - have the most nutrition- 
al labels because they -are marketed to a- 
yuppie generation that is more health con- 
scious,” said Haas.- 

“What we do on a lot of the labeling is 
based on consumer demand,” said Susan 
Hanley, manager of product publicity .for 
ConAgra Frozen Foods, which makes Ban- 
quet frozen entrees. 

Hanley said labels aren’t on regular Ban- 
quet dinners, which are among the lowest 
priced of frozen entrees, because “we don’t 
find the people eating those dinners arc 
looking for (nutrition) information.” 

Shesaid the information is. available, 
however, to consumers who contact the 
Omaha, Neb.-based company. 


The Agriculture Department has volun- 
tarily’ begun working rules to establish 
mandatory labeling of packaged meat and 
poultry. 

Lester Crawford, administrator of 
USDA’s Food and Inspection Service, said 

preliminary-proposals -will; be pub fished by 

March 31. Public comment will be accept- 
ed throughout the month of April. 

Haas said she wants the department to 
use.the same. standards as the FDAJaw and 
is not comforted by the direction USDA is 
taking voluntarily to avoid congressional 
action. 

“When consumers go to the supermarket 
they don’t know which foods arc regulated 
by FDA and which by USDA," she said. 

The words on the labels, especially the ref- 
erences to fat, should all mean the same 
thing, she said. 

Even among single-serving entrees, sopio 
manufacturers put nutrition labels only on 
their, children's meals - frozen Banquet 
Kids Cuisine, for example - while leaving 
them off the others, like regular Banquet 
frozen dinners. .

Ophthalmologist secs brighter future with low-fat diet

-TWIN FALLS - Six years ago, Dr, 
David Croasdalc gave up his high-sugar, 
high-dairy diet, in favor of low-fat, low- 
protein, high-carbohydrate fare. 

. Croasdalc now cats grains, fresh vegeta- 
bles, beans and occasionally fish or chick- 
en - but no red meat, which he says he 
doesn’t miss at all. - 

“In fact, it doesn’t bother nic one way or 
another to walk by a fast food kitchen and 
smell the odor,” he says. "It doesn't get me 
excited about eating it.” 

• He has given up-eating sugar 6n a regu- 
lar basis, but says he probably still gets 
enough sweets when he consumes fruit 
juicc-swcctcncd desserts or breakfast cere- 
als. Occasionally he has a yogurt ice cream 
cone, which docs contain sugar. 

“I haven’t given it up completely," he 
, says, “But, compared to eating two scoops 
' of ice cream before bedtime every night - 
yes, I have given it up." 

Croasdalc, an ophthalmologist, says peo- 
ple today typically cat for pleasure - nOt 
for their health's sake. 

“We arc so sugared out in our diet that 
we’re in right now that we can’t begin to 
know what’s good for our bodies and 
what’s not,” he soys. “We go more by what 
tastes good, rather than how we feel." 


To make the transition to n healthier way 
of eating, people should choose grains - 
rice, barley, com meal, rye, wheat, buck- 
wheat and millet - for protein. 

And to complete the protein, Croasdalc 
says people should cat a small amount of . 
beans. He eats all vegetables, but limits 
those in the nightshade family: potatoes, 
tomatoes, eggplant and green peppers. 

His diet also includes sea vegetables and 
miso (rniso is a combination of beans and 
rice or other grains and sea salt which have 
been fermented six months to two years, 
resulting in a solid, which is the miso; and 
liquid, which is soy sauce). 

Croasdalc says by eating this way he has 
had a lot more energy. But it didn't happen 
overnight; it took about three years. 

Croas dalc c autions against analyzing too 
much when it comes to the food 'we "cat. ’ 

Pretty soon, he says, “you're down to wa- 
ter; or otherwise have a guilt feeling. And ✓ 
the idea is to really enjoy the food, and just 
frcl nrally positive about it.”
